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i. The Croatian State Construction Firm (Zemaljsko Gradjevno Preduzece Hrvatske) 
is under the inmediate jurisdiction of the Croatian Ministry of Construction. 
The main office is in Zagreb, at Tre Svobode 1. Onl Jamary 1947 the enter- 
prise wes divided into four mutually independent sections which are centrally 
controlled. Three of the sections have their own main offices in Zagreb, 
while the fourth bas its main office in Rijeka, The four sections are:

2 his construction firm now employs approximately 10,000 workars, including 
3,000 specialists (engineers, technicians, bricklayers, carpenters and lock- 
smitns).

Host of the specialists are Slovenes, Croate, and Italians fron Igtria, and 
the majority of the common laborers are Bosnians. £11 workers employed by 
she enterprise are furnished with their meals at State expenge and also re- 
ceive allotments of clothing and shoos, The enterprise has its ox: technical 
schogl. in Zagreb which is now training sixty-four specialists for various 
“ypes of work. 


3e The enterprise owns about 150 trucks, 30 of which are American made fifteen 
ton vehicles. The total number of vehicles, however, is considered insufficient. 
‘The firm experiences difficulties in obtaining necessary gasoline and tires. 


h. Difficulties are further encountered in obtaining the necessary quantities 
of nails, tiles, tar paper and iron for reinforced concrete construction. 
Ceuent is acquired from the Slovenian cement factory in Trbovije; bricks 
come fron unspecified sources in Croatia; lumber is sent from Bosnia: iron 
materials are derived from the KID Steel Combine in Jesenice; and nails are 
wade by a factory in Krepa (Slovenia).
